
Subject: NEW LOCKOUT/TAGOUT TRAINING REQUIREMENTS

On August 9, 1999, Laboratory Implementation Requirement (LIR) 402-860-01.0,
Lockout/Tagout for Personal Safety, will be in effect. This LIR will replace Laboratory Procedure
(LP) 106-01.3, Lockout/Tagout for Control of Hazardous Energy Sources for Personnel Safety
(Red Lock Procedure). The purpose of this memo is to alert you to new training requirements, to
request your support in implementing these requirements, and to inform you of resources
available to assist you if you have questions regarding the training.

Customer feedback concerning the current lockout/tagout system helped shape the new
Laboratory Lockout/Tagout Program. New procedures emphasize a more consistent and
simplified approach to protecting personal safety when servicing, maintaining, modifying, and
conducting similar work on programmatic and facility equipment, machinery, and systems.

Attachments 4 and 5, formerly required by LP106-01.3, have been replaced and simplified. The
tag (Form 2002) that will be used for tagout activities beginning August 9, 1999, will serve to
record some of the information that was previously documented in Attachments 4 and 5. This tag,
pictured below, includes a “Danger” notification, procedural steps for locking and tagging out,
return-to-service procedures, and identification information. Documentation requirements are
outlined in the attachments section of the LIR.

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New Training Requirements

Whenever procedures change regarding hazardous energy sources and energy isolation and
control, workers must be notified and trained to ensure their full understanding and ability to
implement the new procedures.

The ES&H Training Group (ESH-13) and the Industrial Hygiene and Safety Group (ESH-5) have
updated existing courses as well as created “briefing” courses to ensure that workers who need to
comply with the training requirements outlined in the new LIR will have the opportunity to do so.
If you must remain or become authorized to perform lockout/tagout, you must complete the new
training by August 9, 1999, and be approved by a safety-responsible line manager to perform the
red lock lockout/tagout procedure. If lockout/tagout training is required in your training plan or
by your line management, but you do not perform these operations, you have until September 30,
1999, to complete your training.

To meet initial training requirements, take live course #13337 Lockout/Tagout Procedures. To
meet update requirements and/or your two-year refresher requirement, take live course #17571
Lockout/Tagout Update, online self-study #17600 Lockout/Tagout Update, or online self-study
#17552 Refresher LANL Lockout/Tagout Program. Supervisors and managers should take
online self-study #17551 LANL Lockout/Tagout Program for Supervisors and Managers.
Note:  The lockout/tagout online courses require a Smartcard.
